No info rm­ 
atio n is released o ther than the 
name, address and

grant receiv ed. 
“Legislatu re passed sev eral laws 
last sessio n affecting pu blic as­ 
sistance pro gram. To tal pro perty 
which can be o wned o r po ssessed 
by any applicant o r recipient o f 
pu o lic assistance, (except Aid to 
the Blind o r Plind Pensio n), has 
been increased to $5000. Prev io u s­ 
ly the lav / did no t apply u> Aid 
to Dependent Children parent o r 
parents, and o nly to eligible chil­ 
dren. The new pro perty law no w 
applies to parent o r parents and to 
eligible children o r co mbinatio n o f 
parent o r child. In this instance, 
to tal pro perty o wned by parent o r 
parents o r co mbinatio n o f parem 
o r child, canno t exceed $5000. 
“Any perso n who has assigned, 
co nv eyed, o r transferred pro perty 


witho u t receiv ing fair and v alu ­ 
able co nsideratio n therefo r w ith­ 
in fiv e years preceding date o l 
applicatio n o r inv estigatio n, shal 
be pr .-urned to hav e made su ch 
assignment o r transfer fo r pu r­ 
po se o l rendering; himself eligible 
fo r benefit and shall be ineligible 
fo r benefits fo r liv e years.

The First Confession 
I let myself be lulled by these

I .had kept the books almost by 
force of habit. In the United States 
and Britain, where I had worked 
before going to Prague 10 months 
before, it may have been a good 
habit. In Czechoslovakia, it cer­ 
tainly was not. 
One Man Alone 
Because now, two police inter­ 
preters—one with curly black hair 
and one with hardly any hair at all 
—sat in that office in a big quiet 
buHdifig on narrow Bartholomew 
Street and asked me questions 
about those books—those notes, and 
those names. That was why I be­ 
rated myself. 
The police called me a spy. I 
regarded myself rather as a legiti­ 
mate journalist. But I knew they 
objected to my gathering news 
from other than official sources. 
If I was on the spot for doing 
that, the people who gave me such 
news were on the sopt, too. 
I owed it to my news sources 
to protect them. That was a prin­ 
ciple of journalism. Reporters in 
America had gone to jail rather 
than testify against their inform­ 
ants. But as I compared my lot 
with theirs, I was dismayed. They 
had means to defend themselves: 
legal advice, public opinion and 
civilrights guarantees. 
I had none of those. I was one 
man alone against a powerful and 
ruthless force. I knew the secret 
police could hold a prisoner for 
years without charge, without a tri­ 
al and incommunicado. They could 
hold him till they got what they 
wanted out of him. What they 
wanted out of me, to begin with, 
was information on my newsgath- 
ering. 
“Give Us The Names” 
“We want to know the names of 
Czechoslovak citizens who gave 
you unofficial news,” said one po­ 
liceman. 
“I can’t tell you that,” I said. 
But I felt utterly helpless. That 
Tuesday I was questioned till long 
after midnight. 
The interrogation went on all 
day Wednesday, too. 
That night, the man picked up 
my address book and said, “Which 
of these people gave you unofficial 
news?” 
“I can’t tell you.” 
“ Why not?” 
" “ Journalistic ethics.” 
“If you don’t tell us which ones,” 
the m an threatened, ‘we will ar­ 
rest them all.” 
Two Choices, Both Bad 
On the face of it, it looked this 
way: If I gave in, there was a 
chance some people would get 
hurt. If I did not. there was the 
certainty that more people would 
be. 
I said, “All right, I’ll tell you.”

That night, I signed my first con­ 
fession.

"2. I committed espionage on the 
territory of the Czechoslovak re­ 
public.” 
Short Law Course 
I refused to sign the paper till 
I had been made familiar with the 
law on espionage. I wanted to be 
sure that gathering information, in 
itself, constituted espionage. And I 
wanted to know what penalty my 
signature would lay me open to.

pulled a Czech legal pamphlet from 
a file and read me a few para­ 
graphs in English. 
Whether he garbled the citations 
or whether I misunderstood him, 
I got the idea that the collection 
of ANY m ilitary information* in 
Czechoslovakia is a type of espion­ 
age punishable by three months 
to three years in prison.

I had been made to feel that 
to deny facts, however damaging, 
would only make my situation 
worse.

guard. I was encouraged to believe 
against all logic, that I might go 
on that way—if I only kept talking.

It Isn’t True 
‘He too old to get TB.” When 
you hear anyone m ake that state­ 
ment, speak right up and say, 
“It isn’t true.” 
There is no age limit on tuber­ 
culosis. The germ can and does 
attack 
babies, 
children, 
young 
adults, the middle aged, and the 
aged. 
It is true that TB causes more 
deaths than any other disease in 
the age group from 15 to 35. Fifty 
years ago, tuberculosis was consid­ 
ered a disease prim arily of young 
people. The reason for this may 
have been partly because in the old 
days a TB patient didn’t have a 
chance to grow old. Death within 
a few months or years was the 
usual result. 
It may also be true that for 
some reason there is greater sus­ 
ceptibility to tuberculous infection 
in adolescence, just as there seems 
to be greater resistance to the 
disease in children from five to 
15. When TB strikes children under 
five, it may cause the dreaded tu­ 
berculous meningitis. 
In recent years tuberculosis has 
become more and more a problem 
of middle-aged and old men. It 
may be that modern life places 
especially heavy strains on these 
men or that they are careless of 
their general health. 
However, a heavy bombardment 
with TB germs combined with a 
poor state of health can cause tu­ 
berculosis to develop at any age.

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The Ooti* Story 
Innocent Records Are Twisted 
In Red Questioning of Oatis 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is one of 
a series of articles by William N. 
Oatis, the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent who was imprisoned for 
more than two years by Commun­ 
ist Czechoslovakia. In relating his 
experiences, he has now reached 
the point where he is under arrest 
and the long questioning has start- 


BY WILLIAM N. OATIS

The Associated Press) 
I walked the floor furiously and 
called myself a fool. 
It was Tuesday, April 24, 1951, 
and I was in a Prague office of 
the Czechoslovak Communist se­ 
cret police, who had arrested me 
the day before. 
On a desk lay several little black 
books they had found. These were 
books I had kept in line with my 
work as an Associated Press corre­ 
spondent. One had names and tele­ 
phone 
numbers 
of 
friends 
in 
Czechoslovak citizens. Others con­ 
tained notes of information I had 
obtained from some of these people 
-»•news and background. 
I had kept the books almost by 
force of habit. In the United States 
and Britain, where I had worked 
before godng to Prague 10 months 
before, it may have been a good 
habit. In Czechoslovakia, it cer­ 
tainly was not. 
One Man Alone 
Because now, two police inter­ 
preters—one with curly black hair 
and one with hardly any hair at all 
—sat in that office in a big quiet 
building on narrow Bartholomew 
Street and asked me questions 
about those books—those notes, and 
those names. That was why I be­ 
rated myself. 
The police called me a spy. I 
regarded myself rather as a legiti­ 
m ate journalist. But I knew they 
objected to my gathering news 
from other than official sources. 
If I was on the spot for doing 
that, the people who gave me such 
news were on the sopt, too. 
I owed it to my news sources 
to protect them. That was a prin­ 
ciple of journalism. Reporters in 
America had gone to jail rather 
than testify against their inform­ 
ants. But as I compared my lot 
with theirs, I was dismayed. They 
had means to defend themselves: 
legal advice, public opinion and 
civilrights guarantees. 
I had none of those. I was one 
man alone against a powerful and 
ruthless force. I knew the secret 
police could hold a prisoner for 
years without charge, without a tri­ 
al and incommunicado They could 
hold him till they got what they 
wanted out of him. What they 
wanted out of me, to begin with, 
was information on my newsgath- 
ering. 
“Give Us The Names” 
“We want to know the names of 
Czechoslovak citizens who gave 
you unofficial news,” said one po­ 
liceman. 
“I can’t tell you that," I said. 
But I felt utterly helpless. That 
Tuesday I was questioned till long 
after midnight. 
The interrogation went on all 
day Wednesday, too. 
That night, the man picked up 
my address book and said, “Whicn 
of these people gave you unofficial 
news?” 
“I can’t tell you.” 
“Why not?" 
’ “Journalistic ethics.” 
“ If you don’t tell us which ones,” 
the man threatened, ‘we will ar­ 
rest them all.” 
Two Choices. Both Bad 
On the face of it, it looked this 
way: If I gave in, there was a 
chance some people would 
get 
hurt. If I did not. there was the 
certainty that more people would 
be. 
I said, “All right, I’ll tell you." 
I gave the interpreter a list of 
names and. with each name, the 
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class of data I had got from that 
person—such things as “Prague 
rumors” and “Brno rum ors.” 
“Will this get them in trouble&” 
I asked. 
‘Why should it?” he said. “Why, 
it’s nothing — ‘Progues rumors,’ 
Another interpreter also sought 
to soothe my anxiety: 
“Do you think we are stupid: Do 
you think we would arrest all those 
people? Do you think we want to 
make enemies? There are many 
people we do not arrest. We just 
call them in and say, ‘Look, don’t 
be stupid.’ ” 
The First Confession 
I let myself be lulled by these 
words—as I also let myself be 
lulled by that same man’s sly sug­ 
gestion that, once I had given the 
police what they wanted, 
they 
would expel me from the country. 
That night, I signed my first con­ 
fession. 
In my notes was a list of places 
in and near Prague reported to be 
the actual or projected sites of 
military installations. 
I had got this list from Lt. Col. 
George L. Atwood, U.S. military 
attache, when I had gone to him 
to check a report from another 
diplomat along the same line. 
When the police learned all this, 
they laid a typewritten sheet be­ 
fore me to sign. It read: 
“1. I gathered military informa­ 
tion on the territory of the Czecho­ 
slovak republic. 
“2. I committed espionage on the 
territory of the Czechoslovak re­ 
public.” 
Short Law Course 
I refused to sign the paper till 
I had been made familiar with the 
law on espionage. I wanted to be 
sure that gathering information, in 
itself, constituted espionage. And I 
wanted to know what penalty my 
signature would lay me open to. 
The 
bald - headed 
interpreter 
pulled a Czech legal pamphlet from 
a file and read me a few para­ 
graphs in English. 
Whether he garbled the citations 
or whether I misunderstood him, 
I got the idea that the collection 
of ANY military information’ in 
Czechoslovakia is a type of espion­ 
age punishable by three months 
to three years in prison. (Actually, 
the law deals with SECRET mili­ 
tary information.) 
I had been made to feel that 
to deny facts, however damaging, 
would only 
make my situation 
worse. So I signed the paper. 
I was still wearing my own 
clothes, eating meals from the po­ 
lice 
headquarters 
canteen 
and

His collaborator, Frederic Dumas, 
is France’s leading goggle diver 
and has reached a depth of 306 
feet in a free dive with aqualung 
alone. 
Incredible but well verified feats 
such as this and the no less astound­ 
ing information that “amatuers can 


be trained in a few days to reach 
130 feet” demonstrate the efficien­ 
cy of aqualung work. There seems 
to be little of the tension and un­ 
easiness we associate with suit- 
and helment diving and submarine 
voyages. The diver’s body, naked 
except for trunks, automatically 
adjusts itself to resist the pressure 
of the water. Thru a simple mouth­ 
piece he breathes compressed, air 
carried in small cylinders strapped 
to his back. The glass face plate 
covers his eyes and nose, making 
seeing easy. 
He sees many strange and beau­ 
tiful things. One description that 
expecially sticks in my memory is 
that Capt. Cousteau and his com­ 
rades clustered on the stern of a 
wreck 130 feet down, preparing 
to swim to greater depths. The 
water was so clear, he says, that 
“before we dropped off the taffrail 
we instinctively palpated the w’ater 
to be sure it was there to support 
us as we abandoned ship.”

When you make your picnic pic­ 
tures, rely on good use of the view­ 
finder rather than moving your 
subjects around and posing them 
carefully. By studying the scene 
in the viewfinder, you can follow 
what’s going on until you see the 
picture you want.
